cern 'is in strong financial position uotwithstending the large amount 
of credits extended during the past year. .... Ability to weather 
business depression with mlIi satisfactory results to stockholders 
may be attributed to tlie enterprise and foresight of I'resident Van- 
clain who utilized his large surplns to gete buslnem on a deferred 

basis. . . . . ' . 1 • 

"As everybody knows, there was a great depression In various 
lines of manufacturing industry due to lack of orders. The lack of 
ti ders WHS not due to lack of demand but to lack of money. A eon 
cern that was in a position to extend credit could get orders and this 
vas done l).v the locomotive company just mentioned. Th.' .:oni|)nn,\ 
had liuilt up a large surplus out of net cf.rnings and, to use a com- 
ijion expression, kept this surplus for use 'on a rainy day.' 

"Me,s.srs. I.eiiin and Trotsky and Iheir l^olshevik friends in thr 
United States do not believe in surpluses. They would have the 
Government confiscate not only the surplus but the capital itself. 
Many oiliers who would not entirely confiscate the capitdi or all ol 
the surplue, would, jievertheles.s, impose un almost conliscalory 1a.\ 
which would leave a corporation without surplus funds on which to 
extend credit during a depression. 

"It will l)e noted that the financial statement (luoted says that 
this credit business was done with advantage to the stockliakiers. It 
might also have said just as truthfully that it was done with advant- 
age to wage earners. Without that surplus the concern would not 
have l>een alile to extend credit; tlicre would have liccii fewer orders 
for locomotives; construction of locomotives would have been curtail- 
ed and the workmen would have ben thrown out of employmnt. In- 
satd of that, thf locomotive works were operated (ui credit orders 
and the men received eoinpen-satioii at vitry slightly under war-tim<' 
wages. 

"Tt is pertinent to remark also in this connecli(tn. thai if this 
li eomotive organization had been operated on the riinnh Plan, with 
control by the workers, there would have been no surplus built up 
The nmnagenient selected by the workers, desirous of currying fa- 
vor with the workers by mnkiii!.' monthly incomes as large as po.ssi- 
bie, would have distrihutcd tin surplus in the form of wages or 
bonus. The internal politics of the management of a large concern 
tvhose managers arc selected by the employees would fave forced 
th distribution of all the ])rofits leaving no surplus to be utilised iu 
time of financial depression. 

"SVequently in the past few months we have had the suggestion 
that industry be kept moving by 'extending credit.' But if credit 
is to be extended, there must be some one to put up the money to 
rjcet the monthly or weekly payroll- Money to meet a payroll when 
credit is to be extended can be secured only through a surplus— the 
surplus of the concern itself or money borrowed from some other 
surplus. The facts in this case out to impress the minds of all those 
who look upon an accumulated surplus as an evidence of criminal 
trofiteering. There is much virtue in a surplus.'.'

"Enactment of new revenue legis- 
lation has brought to the ofllces cf 
Collectors of Internal Revenue a flood 
of Inquiries regarding various provi- 
sions. The Revenue Act of 1921 ',;< 
came effective November n, 1921, un 
less otherwise provided tOr.' 

"To avoid error in the preparation 
0 ttheir returns and later difflcultle> 
with the Ituroau of Internal Revenue, 
ta.xpajor.s are advised to carefull.* 
note Itio ehauKos and when the yijo- 
come effective. 

"The exce.ss profits tax is repealed 
as of January 1, 1922. The rates for 
1921 are unchanged. 

"The -surtax rataa (or the calendar 
year 19S1 are unchanged, and range 
from one per cent, on the amount of 
net Income between $6,000 and $6,000 
to 66 per cent on the amount of net 
Income in excess of $1,000,000- For 
the calendar year 1922 the surtax 
ri;te8 ranso from 1 per cent, on the 
amount of not Income between $6.00i' 
and $10,000 to 50 per cent, on thi 
amount by which llio not Income ox 
coeds $200,000. 

Tlie exemption allowed for a de- 
pendent is Increased from $200 to 
$400. Married persons living with hus- 
band or wife and heads of families are 
allowed a personal exemption of $2.-

$2,000. The act provides that In no 
case shall the reduction of the per- 
sonal exemption from $2,500 to $2,00(i 
operate to Increase the tax which 
would be payable 1 flho exemption 
were $2,500 by more than the amount 
of tlio neet Income in exci'ss of $5,000.

Persons having gross incomes for 
1!'21 of $5,000 or over are required to 
make a return, ro^ardlaas Of the 
amount of net Inoome. 

"Provision is made for the repeal as 
of January 1, 1922, of the tax on stock- 
holders of a personal scrvce corpora- 
tion u such.
